Rebuff By British and 
French Causes Two 
Nations' Action

LONDON. —Germany and 
Italy ordered their wanships com¬ 
pletely out of the international 
neutrality patrol of Spain today. 

Rebuffed by Britain and France 
in a German demand for naval 
demonstration by all four powers 
to "warn” the Spani.sh government 
away from, neutral patrol war- 
.ships, the Nazi and Fascist states 
quit the non-intervention control 
scheme in frigid concert. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
announced the German decision to 
the house of commons. Count 
Dino Grandi, the Italian ambas¬ 
sador, then informed him of Italy’s 
concurrence. 

Coii-st Unguarded 
The Italian and German ships 
have patroled the eastern, or gov¬ 
ernment held, coast of Spain. 
Their withdrawal left that coast 
unguarded by vessels watching for 
violations of a 27-nation ban on 
the sending of foreign arms and 
fighters to Spain. 

Britain and France are the other 
powers in the neutrality sea pa¬ 
trol. They refu.sed to Join a naval 
demonstration against the Spanish 
government following an alleged 
torpedo attack on the German pa¬ 
trol cruiser Leipzig. 

Keeping ‘‘Hands Off” 
Despite the withdrawal of their 
warships, both Italy and Germany 
will remain in the European non¬ 
intervention committee which has 
directed the four-power neutrality 
patrol. Both in.slst they wanted a 
"peaceful” conclusion of the Span¬ 
ish civil war, in which they are on 
the side of the Fascist insurgents. 

In Rome, it was reported reli¬ 
ably that the Italian warships had 
been ordered completely out of 
Spanish waters as a result of 
the four-power deadlock over the 
German "demonstration” demand. 
Warships Move Out 
German warships assigned to 
Spanish waters moved eastward 
through the Mediterranean, their 
destination undisclosed. 

The Briti.sh foreign secretary 
told the commons members that 
German Foreign Minister Kon¬ 
stantin von Neurath had informed 
him of the recall of German .ships 
"with the .specific intention of 
avoiding the possibility of aggra¬ 
vating the situation." 

Previously, Berlin had heard un¬ 
confirmed rumors of a possible 
Italo-German blockade of the 
Spanish government Mediter¬ 
ranean coastline—rumor-s now ap¬ 
parently dispelled. 

Feared Aggression 
The concerted action of Ger¬ 
many and Italy was in keeping 
with their "defensive understand¬ 
ing” on Spanish and other prob¬ 
lems. 

Both said they were "obliged” 
to recall their patrol ships to 
avoid new "Red aggression” by 
Spanish armed forces. 

Spani.sh government airplanes in 
recent weeks have bombed Italian 
and German men o’ war in the 
patrol, and the German govern¬ 
ment contends a Spanish subma¬ 
rine tried to sink the patroling 
cruiser Leipzig off Algeria on two 
occasions in the last eight days. 

Eden Interprets .Move, 

Eden's exposition of the situa¬ 
tion before the house of com¬ 
mons included a .statement that 
the British government “gladly 
recognized and welcomed the mo¬ 
tives" of Germany and Italy, 
"which inspire assurance” that 
there now will be no dangerous

Colitis is another of the mala¬ 
dies found near the top of the list 
which call forth inquiries. From 
this, and from my own experi¬ 
ence, I judge it is a trouble in 
which the general management 
is quite unsatisfactory. 

To understand the disease and 
its treatment, we must have some 
knowledge of what the colon is 
and what work it has to do. It is 
the large intestine comprising the 
lower six feet of the intestinal 
tract. The colon has an internal 
lining of mucous membrane with 
two mu.scular coats, a longitudinal 
layer and a circular one, and an 
outer serous coat. It is a tough, 
expansive, elongated sac, loosely 
held in place by the mesentery. 

To control its movement it is 
supplied with nerves from the 
spinal cord. Thus pain in the 
stomach is likely in diseased con¬ 
ditions of the colon. 

Function of this sac in man, is 
to hold digestive waste and hulk 
till it can be eliminated. It al.so 
delivers to the blood stream the 
water taken into the stomach and 
it is active in the absorption of 
minerals, sugar, salt and drugs. 

There is a constant secretion of 
mucus from the walls of the colon, 
partly to furnish lubrication to the 
contents and partly to prevent ab¬ 
sorption of bacteria, which abound 
in the waste. Colitis is .said to be 
pre.sent when there is distinct in- 
, flammation of the mucous mem- 
; brane of tne walls of the colon.

CHICAGO. (./T’)—Joe Ixiuis, only three years ago a 
rank amateur, rules the heavyweight fistic ranks of the 
world today. 

The 23-year-old son of an Alabama cotton picker won 
the championship crown from great-hearted James J. Brad- 
dock before a clamoring crowd of^ 

55,000 in Comiskey park last night, 
with one murderous right hand 
blow that struck with the speed 
of a rattlesnake. 

That gloved thunderbolt cli¬ 
maxed a spectacular fight, ending 
with the cut and crushed cham¬ 
pion being counted out, in one 
minute and 10 seconds of the 
eighth round, after Louis himself 
had been knocked to the floor in 
the first round and hard pressed 
to overcome Brarldock’s cour¬ 
ageous stand during the first five 
rounds. 

The negro’s convincing finishing 
thrust made him the second man 
of his race to win the title, re¬ 
establishing him in the esteem of 
skeptics, who saw him fall a year 
ago under the flailing fists of Max 
Schmeling, and cleared his path 
to the easy street of the mil¬ 
lionaires. 

I Year Younger Than Jack 

Louis, the sour-faced, dead-pan 
' boy, is the youngest fighter ever 
to win the heavyweight title. At 
2'’ he is just a year younger than 
Jack Dempsey was when the 
Manassa mauler knocked out tno 
' giant Jess Willard at Toledo in 
Uil9. He is the second negro ever 
to win the crown. Jack Johnson 
came in before him to batter the 
relif; of .James .1. Jeffries into help- 
lessne.ss at Heno 27 years ago. 

Critics agreed today, however, 
the young negro’s hold on the 
crown won’t be secure beyond ar¬ 
gument unless and until he cvn-hs 
tlie score with Max Schmeling. 

The fierman, still the logical con¬ 
tender, may be matihefl to fight 
Louis in New York this Sej)tem- 
ber. Meantime. Schmeling is 
slated to fight Tommy Karr, the 
liriti.sh empire chamtiion. abroad. 

Hrnddock. an oPl man as hf)xing 
goes, and idle for two years since 
he won the title from Max Haer in 
June. 1935. gave away eight years 
to the Detroit dynamiter anrl could 
not stand up under that handiraj). 

All he harl was a courageous, Irl.sli 
fighting heart and ability to "take 
it." He survived .seven rounds in 
d e f «• n d i n g his championship 
against bitter odds, but the way 
hr defendiMl it brought thunderous 
cheers from the huge crowd.

MORE AaiON SPONSORS SOUGHT FOR ART 


ASKED FROM 
COUNCIL 

Bainbridge Reports City 
In Position to Buy 
Remaining Land 

LAGUNA BEACH. — laguna 
Chamber of Commerce members 
voted at a luncheon meeting yes¬ 
terday at Hotel Laguna to request 
the city again to take nece.ssary 
steps to buy remaining “civic cen¬ 
ter" property. 

Capt. George Portus, -jhamber 
secretary, asked Councilman Ran¬ 
dolph Bainbridge If, In his opinion, 
the city could pay for the property 
out of the general fund. Bain¬ 
bridge replied it could, mentioning, 
however, a contract plan for the 
purchase.

A history of efforts of local 
citizens to e.stablish a civic center 
since the first .move in 1926 was 
read by John Jehle, prominent 
I^aguna citizen since 192.3. Jehle 
stated the proposed purchase could 
be made for the sum of $4,500 by 
agreeing to take over the property 
in escrow from the First Federal 
Savings and Ix>an as.sociation, un¬ 
der the same terms as obtain for 
the association.

But it is obvious that if the present state of public 
ignorance is not relieved there will be a lot of “no” votes 
against the .$2..500,000 water bonds .simply because the 
average citizen doesn’t really understand the i.ssue. | 

There are just three .salient facts to it, we believe. | 

1. This county should do something to conserve ^ 
water and control floods. 

2. The deal which Uncle .Sam is now offering— 
.$13,000.0011 assistance from the federal treasury with the 
county putting in only $2..500.000—is a bargain that no ' 
.Scotchman could refu.se. 

3. If we don’t take it on by voting for the bonds now. 

the federal aid will be withdrawn and none of us living 
will surwive to see the day when the project finally is ■, 
pa.s.sed. I'

A t long last, it seems, the “inside” of the Eden oil 
case that made ill-smelling political history last 
county election is going to be dragged out where all 
can .see. 

It’s high time this were done, too. 

The truth has been hushed too long already. 
.Suspicions growing like evil fungi have attached 
themselves to the names of good men. 

Campaign slime has been lavishly dished up over a 
respected public servant and private individuals. 

And there has been no legal comeback—because the 
whole thing has been cleverly suppressed in former hear¬ 
ings and has been whitewashed by a recent grand jury 
“probe.” 

Yet all the time the public has been waiting to hear 
the truth about how those samples of oil were taken from 
the material supplied by the Eden company to the county 
for road building. 

The meat of the whole case, as we see it, depends on 
the way in which those samples were taken. 

If they were improperly and unlawfully drawn, Don 
Jerome, his father and associates are entitled to a full 
and complete vindication in the eyes of the public. 

If they were properly and legally taken, the county 
was justified in cancelling the contract and taking steps 
to protect itself. 

Judge Warmer—in admitting this evidence which has 
such a vital bearing on the case—shows himself to be an 
intelligent and discriminating jurist who is capable of 
penetrating the wiles and tangles of the law in order to 
bring the basic facts before the bar of justice. 

Just think. Only 10 months ago Congressman 
Harry R. Bheppard vms a private citizen and was 
leading a peaceful existance.

D r. GEORGE A. WARMER’S departure from the First 
Methodist Episcopal church here for a larger and 
more remunerative charge at Riverside will be sad news 
for a lot of people.

Dr. Warmer can leave here for his big new job with 
the good wishes of every man or woman whom he helped 
get a little better break in life and with the knowledge 
that the most valuable man is he who brings happiness 
into the lives of the poor—whether they be poor in wealth

CAR DRIVER 


“Fail your motor and it w1.1! fai' 
you” is a modern motoring proverb 
patterned from the old saw, ”A.s 
the twig is bent so the tree in¬ 
clines.” 

With this in mind, ’’Heck” Col¬ 
lins of Collins Garage, has listed a 
few ’’don’ts” for automobile own¬ 
ers who seek the best performance 
at the lowest cost. 

The don’ts— 

Don’t use heavy viscosity motor 
oils at any time, but most cer¬ 
tainly not during the break-in pe¬ 
riod, which governs the future 
performance of the car.

Governor Merriam signed the 
Redwine bill greatly strengthening 
the powers of county supervisors 
in administering and dispensing 
financial assistance to the unem¬ 
ployable unemployed and to those 
who come into the state without 
adequate means of support. 

Although the measure specifical¬ 
ly relates. In the first instance, to 
that class of residents who arc in¬ 
capable of earning a living in in¬ 
dustry the new law provides coun¬ 
ties may provide work for them to 
"save their self respect.” 

Highlights of Law 

This apparent contradiction is 
based upon the premise that some 
forms of work can be devised to 
avert idleness of hands which 
couid not compete in privately 
conducted industry.

"Residence is the place where 
one remains when not called else¬ 
where for labor or other special or 
temporary purpose, and to which 
he returns in seasons of repose," 
the law states.

O .NLY great-grandmothers will remember 
this relic of the epic western migration 
a copper lamp of ohi frontier ilays before 
electric lights were known. 

This specimen, recalling the days of the 
pioneers, helped to light the way of early 
settlers across the plains from Illinois to 
Utah, where it is preserved by a .Mormon 
museum as a treasured memento of the past. 

"It is similar to the lamps that came over 
with the Pilgrims on the .Mo i/ftovwr," says its 
guardian, Mi.ss Luclle t hi of .Salt laike 
f-'lty. "Those were Dutch l.wnps, and went by 
the name of 'Betty lanterns.' Usually they 
were of iron, and some were forged in brass 
They were shaped like a pear, but flat on 
top and bottom Next came the same type 
of lamp, but with a hinged lid, a handle at 
the back and attached by a link to a pointed 
hook which held the lamp sus¬ 
pended from the hack of a chair, 
or from a crevice between stones 
of the fireplace. All of these early 
lamps, of course, made use of 
candles " 

This young lady believes that 
the history of primitive lamps 
makes a fascinating study. "The 
world's flr.st lamps were burning 
brands plucked frf>m the camp¬ 
fire, and coals nursed into flame 
in a brazier. Then came torches 
of wood, often composed of twigs 
I or splinters bound together and 


saturated with oil oi fat Later 
someone discovered the art of 
making candles, and ancient stone 
'cup' lamps are still dug u|) in 
.Scotland and other [>arla ol 
Europe. 

"About the lime that can<lles 
were invented, came fiat open 
vessels of clay, bone, or shell — 
.sometimes the skulls of wild ani¬ 
mals. These burned fat laiter 
shallow lamps of metal contained 
oil In covi'reil reservoirs, from 
which it was drawn by capillary 
attraction through a small hole 
to the tlji of an ignited wick. 

"These ancient lamps were 
called h/rhna by the (Jr' cks, and 
many have been found in the 
ruins offjreek and Roman cities by 
modern archeologists especially 
In Pom|)Cil and Herculaneum ' 

For half a century no candle 
has burnecl in this pioneer lantern 
which, to .Miss Stohl s regret pos¬ 
sesses no "magic ’ properties al¬ 
though it somewhat resembles the 
famous Dutch lamp used by the 
I’arlsian soicerer .lachlel. "Ills 
lamp glowed for a generation 
without replenishment, and no 
skeptical Investigator was able to 
blow it out!"

W ILL the time come when skyscrapers, stream¬ 
lined automobiles and trains, vast bridges and 
astronomical observatories will be dug out of glaciers 
and remind a new civilization of a strange and long- 
vanished past? Will some Gargantuan field of ice push 
the descendants of the present generation toward the 
equator and tropical jungles? 

“Yes!" say scientists whose researches enable them 
to predict the future from early geological records. 
The danger, of course, is not immediate: yet pos.sibly 
during the next 25,000 or 75,000 years most of North 
America, they believe, and a large part of Europe 
will be completely buried under a blanket of ice and 
snow and glaciers. The extent of this tremendous flow 
will sweep down upon the United States from the 
north, going only as far .south as Philadelphia, wiping 
out New York, Chicago, San Francisco and Los An¬ 
geles—every town, city and living habitation above the 
35th longitude. All will be crushed into oblivion by 
the cold, irresistible force from the northlands, as 
easily as chalk is erased from a blackboard. 

"A glacial period is coming, the 
disaster is inevitable—and the only 
choice left to mankind will be what 
to do about it!" scientists believe.

Assuming ttiat the next ice age will he com¬ 
parable to previous ones, fir Lojiatin estimate.s 
that it will extend into the Mediterranean Sea. 
into northern fhina. into the I'niterl Slates as 
far -south as Los Angeles, Kan.sas City and 
Philadelphia. 

Slowly, but surely, it will creep southward 
It will fill the English channel, biirv the F-tril- 
ish Isles under a mile or more of .solidly-packed 
ice. Canada and much of the northern portion 
of the United States will likewi.se fall prey to 
a similar fate. 

All of man's handiwork during the past five 
centuries in a vast area of the northern hemi¬ 
sphere will be wiped out. crushed and buried 
under hundreds of feet of ice Tunnels will be 
crushed, great dams and bridges leveled, great 
buildings, all modern man’s achievements, will 
crumble to ruins. 

Seas and lakes will fill with ice. mountains 
change iirobably forced into their valleys. 
Nothing standing In the path of the Gargantuan 
glacier can expect immunity 

However, it is no boast tr, predict that man 
will “carry on” That enlarged brain of the 
Cro-Magnon Man has been greatly ileveloped. 
In it is stored new knowledge, in it will be 
stored more knowledge before the next ice age 
comes upon this planet. 

But man, say scientists, will not fight the 
approaching sea of ice. He will not be .so fool- 
harilv. Instead, he will move southward, ever 
southward, for within 20 degrees of the face 
of the glacier it will be unbearably cold the year 
round Only the most hardy, rich-blooded mem¬ 
bers of the qeiiii.s' Iionio will inhabit the area 
30 degrees north of the equator 

Man will probably move into and develop 
•South America and .southern Africa. But this 
area will not be sufficient to accommodate both 
the northern ami .southern peoples, for. as 
world mails show, over half of the earth's land 
la north of the equator. 

The order of those distant days will be 
changed from “go West young man” to “flee 
to antarctica young man": for that ice-covered 
area known as Little America, deep in the 
.south Pacific, may .some day become a vast 
temperate land of farms and large cities. 

How long will the next iee age last no scien- 
ti.st can predict I.-,.0(1(1 2.',,000. .50.000 years! 

1 he glaidal invasion of sonie 2.5.000 year.s ago 
was the last important geological event pre¬ 
ceding the pre.sent age, which exerted a wide 
influence upon the earth's physical features. Ex¬ 
actly how long ago it occurred cannot be deti- 
nitelv e.stimated as to the year; the lime seems 
to diminish with the increasing latitude and in 
Norway and Sweden it is lielieved that the huge 
ice fl(te ext(*nded over the southern parts of 
lhe.se countries as late as 12,000 years ago. 
During one of the.se glacial periods large parts 
of north<*rn Europe ami a fiehl over Ganada was 
eovereil by an ice sheet whi< h attained a thick- 
ne.s.s of .5000 feet. I oday, the huge but relatively 
shrunken glaciers are the remnants of the field 
that covered Switzerland during these times. 


For millions of year.s. more or 
less, man has been evidving 
utitil we find the Neandertnal 
Man recorded a.if living during the last ice age. 

He “was no child of paradise, was born with 
no .silver spoon in his mouth. ” writes Geiuge A. 
Dor-sey in his “.Man's Gwn Show Civilization." 
“He went in for red meal. Gne cave m .Sicily 
yielded the hones of 2000 hippopotumu.ses: a 
cave in France, a six-foot-thick layer of wild 
hor.se bones big enough to C(,ver four city 
blocks. . . .” 

What became of the -Neanderthal .Man is to- 
day a my.stery. “Did he win the million years’ 
war only to lo.se it?” asks Mr. Dor.sey. “Did 
he lo.se his fight with .Nature? Or was he 
driven off by .some better man? " 

Dr. Ivan A. Lopatin, instructor of archeology 
at the University of Southern California, con¬ 
tends that a “belter man ” not only drove the 
Neanderthal Man off. but completely exterm¬ 
inated him. 

That “better man " was the Cro-Magnon, the 
true man. a very, very distant grand sire, who 
may have considered the Neanderthal Man less 
than human. 

Was the Cro-.Magnon Man a-ssislcd in his de¬ 
struction of the Neanderthal -Man by the ice 
age? He probably was, say scientists. In any 
ca.se, the last ice age completely wiped out the 
Neanderthal Man. The true man lived, pros¬ 
pered and grew more and more intelligent. No 
longer was he forced to live chiefly by instinct. 
He gradually began to reason. 

It is difficult to imagine the extreme trials 
and tribulations which the races of the .several 
glacial periods were forced to endure, yet scien¬ 
tists ask, “how will the descendants of a mod¬ 
ern world face the next overwhelming glacial 
.stage ?” 

F irst, they consider the reasons advanced to 
support their theory that another ice age 
on this plani't is on the way. 

A number of cau.ses are responsible for ex¬ 
tended glacial periods, according to Dr. Lopatin. 
These are extremes of heat and cold, thi fluc¬ 
tuation of the earth’s a.xis or lilting of the 
poles, change in ocean currents, volcanic erup. 
tions and earthquakes. 

As long as the earth remains a “live planet,” 
it will be subjected to internal strains and dls-

Irap, fully clothed and unequipped with any 
kind of float, to the rescue of a drowning per¬ 
son. Such an act is not justified in one case 
out of a thousand. It is not only suicide; it is 
murder. 

The warning about diving into shallow water 
deserves top place on the list. What’s the haz¬ 
ard? A broken neck and life-long paralysis, 
or death! 

Drifting along in a current may sound at¬ 
tractive. When a swimmer finds himself un- 
e.xpectedly snatched up by a current, however, 
his emotional reaction is usually one of fear. 
Heart pounding, he fights the current, thought¬ 
lessly trying to match its swift flow with a 
flailing of arms anrl legs. Soon exhaustefi, he 
faces serious trouble. He might have avoided 
trouble by swimming across the current instead 
of against it. Dike a boat ciossing a river, he 
probably would have reached safety. 

Lifeguards preach the “river” idea to surf 
bathers, most of whom suffer from a super¬ 
stitious fear of “rip tides” which are not tides 
at all. 

Scores of lives are lost every summer by 
the tide rip route, only because an overwhelm¬ 
ing fear grips a bather when he finds that he 
cannot swim straight back to shore against the 
rip. 

In that battle of swimmer versus title rip, 
there is an exception of the geometrical axiom 
about a straight line being the shortest distance 
between two points. Only by drifting along 
with the current and swimming toward its edge, 
as if it were a river, can a swimmer return to 
shore.

W HPLV you're sinking for the third time 
and your mouth and nose arc full of 
water and you remember with horror that the 
third sink is supposed to be final well, Brother, 
take heart, because it’s NOT SO! 

Three duckings don’t any more make a 
drowning than three firecrackers make a Fourth 
of July. But just as one oversize firecracker 
can conclude a person's Independence D/sy cele¬ 
bration. so (“an one trip down prove final. 

On the other han<l. to look at the subject from 
its bright si*le. you (in this imaginary accident) 
may continue to bob and g\irgle for an hour, 
suffering countle.ss duckings, and still survive 
to tell your grandchildren about it. 

()f all the misbeliefs about swimming, that 
sujjcrstition almiit the third lime down being 
final is the most ancient and the least true. It 
has cost many lives by discouraging spectators 
from attempting to rescue apparently doomed 
bathers. 

A little thoughtful consideration of facta and 
fables about swimming may prove to be your 
life.savcr when you most need one this summer. 

You may believe that, because you learned 
to paddle at a lender age and now defy the 
very whales of the sea to mnt(h your pace, you 
won't ever drown. 

Discouragingly. the evidence- is all against 
you I 

(Jood swimmers go rlown to Davy .Jones’ 
locker right along with (he dubs. In fact, they 
have a bad name in lifeguard circles because 
of the ease with whi'-h they erase their names 
from the list of the living. The rea.son, of 
cour.se. is that good swimmers take chances that 
a mere paddler never willingly would take, and 
barl luck catches them. 

In recent years scientists and autopsy sur¬ 
geons in America and in Pkirope. especially in 
Hermany. have been studying the causes of 
swimming fatalities. Some strange theories 
have been developed, and the amazing indication 
is that most of the “drowned” bathers fiifln't 
drown at ail. Instead, they <lied of fright. 

f)ne .strange conclusion reached by Herman 
surgeons is that a “drowning” per.son becomes 
lost in water, so that he cannot tell which di¬ 
rection is U[). The upsetting of his sense of 
orientat iori. sav the surgeons, is caused bv 
water penetrating the ear and reaching the deli- 
' ate inner erir. mgan of tialance

A bather need only to take a breath, hold his nose and refrain 
from any movement for a few seconds in deep water, and he will 
know whether he is a floater-type or a sinker! 

No sinker-type bather need give up hope on that account, however. 
Some of the greatest speed swimmers sink like plummets, feet first, 
unle.ss they keep moving. When a “sinker" swims forward, his body 
is inclined at a slight angle, in the manner of an airplane wing, so 
that the water has a lifting action which keeps him on top.

Words Stemmed From Greek "Sun” 


O UR word “sun” comes from 
the Anglo-Saxon “sunna”; 
the .same word being useil in Old 
Saxon, Icelandic and Old High 
German to denote the orb of day. 
In the Teutonic, Scandinavian, 
ami other languages we will find 
variations: in general derived 
from the I^atin “.sol.” Thus we 
have the Danish “sol” and “soel,” 
the Lithuanian and Lettish ’’.saule” 
and Gothic “.sauil.” The Greek 
word is entircl.v different; “olios” 
or “aelois” with direct reference 
to the sun god Helios, son of the 
Titans Hyperion and Thea and 
brother to Selene (the moon) and 
Eos, the dawn. The Sanskrit had 
three forms of the word; “.syuna," 
“.syona” and “surya,” all de¬ 
rived from “svar,” meaning “the 
heavens.” 

The greater number of words 
having reference to the sun arc 
made up from the Greek. Thus 
we have the flower "heliotrope,” 
meaning to move (tropos) or 
turn; the flower being supposed 
to follow the light of the sun <lur- 
ing the day. “Heliograph" is 
“writing (graphosj with the sun.” 
i. e., using a mirror to send 
flashes of light to a distant imint. 
"Heliotherapthy” is the system of 
curing disea.se by sun batbs and 
“helium” is the name given to a 
gas used in American dirigibles 
and noted by scientists as occur¬ 
ring in the atmosphere of the sun 
before being found on the earth. 
Most of our supply of helium gas 
is from oil wells of Texas. The 
root-word “helios” is also in¬ 
cluded in a number of technical 
and scientific words, all having 
some reference to the sun. 

The word “moon” is equally in¬ 
teresting. Going back to the very 
ancient Sanskrit, the real mother 
tongue of many European lan¬ 
guages, we have the word "mas" 
from “nia,” meaning ‘to meas¬ 
ure.” This, of course, refers to

the measurement of time by the 
phases of the moon. Naturally, 
the sun marked the day by rising 
and setting, ljut the phases of 
the moon, from “new moon” to 
“full moon” occurred over a 
longer interval and served to 
mark the pa.s.sage of many days. 
Dur astronomical calendar is 
bused upon the movement of the 
earth in its orbit around the sun, 
but other races have used suc- 
ce.ssive completed pha.ses of the 
moon, usually between twelve 
and thirteen in a year, to obtain 
the same result. The Mayas of 
ancient .southern Mexico u.sed 
such a calendar and astronomers 
have found it remarkably accu¬ 
rate. 

From the Sanskrit "mas” the 
Greeks developed the woril 

“meno” and this took form of 
“iiioiiH" with the Anglo-Saxons; 
of “mani” in Icelandic; ami six 
or more similar forms in Teu¬ 
tonic dialects. Dur word “month” 
comes from the Anglo-Saxon 
“mondh” and that word from 

“mona, ” the moon; the word 

“month" iieing applied to the pe¬ 
riod in w'hich the iniKins phases 
were completed 

★ * * * * 

T he word “weatiier,” generally 
the subject of casual conver¬ 
sational effort, comes originally 
from a very simple Sanskrit 

word; “wa” and meaning “to 
blow.” Thus it would appear that 
first reference to the weather was 
in relation to the wind and what 
it might bring in the matter of 
rain or snow. Our word is from 
the Anglo-Saxon “weder” and 
most of the I’eutonic languages 
preserved the word in similar 
form The Scandinavian lan¬ 
guages changed the “w” to “v” 
and so we have the Icelandic 


“vciir" and Sw-eilish “vader” and 
Danish “veir” In the Slavic the 
word became “wictr” and in 
Lithuanian “wetra.” and we find 
a rather liirect connection with 
our word “wet” in the .scn.se of 
moisture. 

“Weather” and “wind" being 
clo.sely a.s.socialc(i in the ancient 
Sanskrit, wo might expect sim¬ 
ilarity in ileriveil languages. But 
the word “wind” in its English 
form comes from a word of the 
■same spelling but ditlerent pro¬ 
nunciation in Anglo-Saxon and 
other Teutonic dialects, and picks 
up a “v” in the .Scandinavian 
longues to become the Danish 
and Swedish “vind” and Icelandic 
“vindr.” And in Welsh it makes 
an even more complete change to 
“gwynt.” 

In Latin our word lakes the 
form of “ventus” and provides 
our word “vent” in the sense of 
an opening and the more u.scfiil 
word “venlilalion” in the sense 
of a little wind or current of air 
We speak of a light wind as a 
’•breeze," .securing this word from 
the French "brise." However, 
this word in other languages 
meant a light winii from the 
northeast A more poetic name 
for a breeze is the Greek “zephyr' 
from “zophos," meaning “dark¬ 
ness” or ‘the western side" (of 
the earth) where it was supposed 
to ta- dark because the sun sank 
to rest in the west The word 
“zephy” was much used in the 
ancient classics and is expressed 
in simiiar form in all the 
languages of Southern Europe, 
wherein it generally conveyed 
the idea of the west wind. It 
would be interesting to find a 
connection between this word and 
the giant German “Zeppelins” 
that ride the winds, but the diri¬ 
gible was named after the Ger¬ 
man count, Ferdinand von Zep¬ 
pelin.

Very pale rose-pink with blue 
trim makes an equally cool set¬ 
ting and is a very new combina¬ 
tion. 

A darker kitchen, or one that 
seldom has sunlight, may be 
given much charm by the use of 
white with canary yellow trim, 
with a warm red-brown for the 
floors. Ivory or buff could be used 
for the walls in combination with 
even gayer colors for the trim as 
the.se colors on large, flat areas 
.serve to dilluse light and make 
a kitchen a brighter, happier 
place. 

There are two general types of 
finishes for the walls that are to 
he recommended: a high-gloss 
enamel, or a .semi-glo.ss paint. 
Both clean easily with mild .soap 
and water and retain their origi¬ 
nal freshness for a long period. 
The high-gloss has a porcelain¬ 
like finish and is a little easier 
to clean, but many housewives 
prefer the soft luster of the semi- 
glo.ss, as it is re.stful to the eyes. 

Kitchen furniture should be fln- 
i.shed with a high-grade glo.ss 
enamel, which is obtainable in 
many beautiful shades that will
